Intercepted. 
P hiladelphia , Feb. 14.—The Press 
prints today what it asserts to be the 
true version of the acquisition and pub­ 
lication of the letter from Mr. De Lome 
to Senor Canalejas. The authority cited 
for its authenticity is “ a Coban of the 
highest standing iu the oouucils of his 
party ,” who receives his information 
“ from headquarters in New York.” 
De Ijome wrote the letter in his pri­ 
vate residence in Washington, instead 
of at the Spanish legation. 
The paper, 
however, was marked with the official 
ty pe and read in the comer “ legation 
de España.” The same inscription was 
upon the left hand upper corner of the 
envelope. 
Senor De Lome carried it to the lega­ 
tion to finish it. 
The letter lay upon 
the desk of the minister in his inner 
office, the outer office being his plac-e of 
reception to visitors. 
During an ab­ 
sence of half an hour from the inner 
office of De Lome a clerk saw the open 
letter and read some of it. 
The nex t day this same person sent 
word to his Cuban associates in Wash- 
iu j^ n . 
Word was sent to New York. 
Immediately words of warning and 
urgiugs to be on the alert were sent to 
every Cuban who might be in a position 
to obtain track of or intercept the much 
.sought-for missive. 
The letter reac'hed Havana five day s 
after its postmark in Washington. 
An 
agent of the Cuban party , who is an 
employ e of the Spanish postoffitie, knew 
that the letter was on the way , and 
when it came into his hands it was car­ 
ried from the postotlice and a copy was 
made of it. 
Word to this effect was 
sent to the Cuban leader in .Tackson- 
ville, Fla., who at oucíí asktx l the secret 
Cuban innta in Havana to secure the 
original letter—that a copy was not 
what was de.sired. 
Tlie Havana postoffioe clerk was not 
willing to do this at first, but afterward 
couseutcid, as he was obliged to account 
for a certain number of letters to other 
employ es of the depa» *tment. 
The orig­ 
inal was then 
taken, several blank 
sheets were substituted in place of the 
paper upon which De Lome had written, 
and the letter finally postmarked in the 
Havana office and sent in its routine 
way . 
Eight day s from its arrival in th© Ha­ 
vana office, the sealed envelope, prop­ 
erly addressed to Senor Canalejas, was 
delivered 
at the Hotel 
Inglaterra. 
Senor Canalejas did not regard the mat­ 
ter seriously at the time, although the 
hotel boy who brought him the letter 
and the postoffice employ e who hatl last 
charge of it were arrested. 
So also wa.s 
the hotel employ e who went several 
times daily to the postoffit^ for the 
malLs. 
All three were discharged after 
an ex amination. 
Senor Canalejas communicated al­ 
most immediately with Minister De 
Lome and for several weeks letters and 
cablegrams passed between the two, but 
no tiace of the letter could be obtained.

P hiladelphia, Feb. 14.—The Press 
prints today w hat it asserts to be the 
true version of the acquisition and pub­ 
lication of the letter from Mr. De Lome 
to Senor Canalejas. The authority cited 
for its authenticity is “a On ban of the 
highest standing in the oonncils of his 
party,” who receives his inform ation 
“ from headquarters in New Y ork.” 
De Lome wrote tho letter in his pri­ 
vate residence in W ashington, instead 
of at the Spanish legation. 
The paper, 
however, w as m arked w ith the official 
type and read in the corner 1 ‘legation 
de Espana.” 
The same inscription was 
upon the left hand upper corner of the 
envelope. 
Senor De Lome carried it to the lega­ 
tion to finish it. 
The letter lay upon 
the desk of the m inister in his inner 
office, the outer office being his place of 
reception to visitors. 
D uring an ab­ 
sence of half an hour from the inner 
office of De Lome a clerk saw the open 
letter aud read some of it. 
The next day this same person sent 
word to his Cuban associates in W ash­ 
ington. 
W ord was sent to New York. 
im m ediately words of w arning and 
urgings to be on the alert were sent to 
every Cuban who m ight be in a position 
to obtain trac k of or intercept the m uch 
sought-for missive. 
The letter reached H avana five days 
after its postm ark iii W ashington. 
Au 
agent of the Cuban party, w ho is an 
employe of the Spanish postoffice, knew 
th at the letter was on the way, and 
when it came into his hands it was car­ 
ried from the postoffice and a copy was 
made of it. 
W ord to this effect was 
sent to the Cuban leader in Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., who at once asked the secret 
Cuban ju n ta in Havana to secure the 
original letter—th at a copy was not 
w hat was desired. 
The H avana postoffice clerk was not 
willing to do this at first, but afterw ard 
consented, as he was obliged to account 
for a certain num ber of letters to other 
employes of the departm ent. 
The orig­ 
inal was then taken, several blank 
sheets were substituted in place of the 
paper upon w hich De Lome had w ritten, 
and the letter finally postm arked in the 
H avana office and sent in its routine 
way. 
Eight days from its arrival in the Ha­ 
vana office, the sealed envelope, prop­ 
erly addressed to Senor Canale;as, was 
delivered 
at 
the Hotel 
Inglaterra. 
Senor Canalejas did not regard the mat- I 
ter seriously at the tim e, although the 
hotel boy who brought him the letter 
and the postoffice employe who hail last 
charge of it were arrested. 
So also was 
the hotel employe who w ent several 
tim es daily to the postoffice for the 
mails. 
All three were discharged after 
an examination. 
Senor Canalejas comm unicated al­ 
most im m ediately w ith M inister De 
Lome and for several weeks letters and 
cablegrams passed between tho two, but 
no trace of the letter could be obtained. 
Canalejas shortly thereafter left H a­ 
vana, going to Madrid.
